During the lusl scHsion of the Legisla* 
tive Council Ibu folic wing rebo'ulioii was 
passed : 'That an bumble address be 
preBcnlod to His Excellency tho Gov 
ernor, recommeDding the immediate ea- 
tablibhmeut at San Francisco of an 
Emigration, Agency for the purpose of 
afifording inforhiation respecting tho 
colony, and tho best means of rcnnh- 
ii:g it.' Had llio ri'commoiiduiiou con- 
tained ill vhat resolution received pro- 
per ftttenlioa from tho Executive, the 
ignorance about this colony alluded 
to by^i.our oorrespopdent would no 
now eirist. We are perfectly nwaro' 
that in order to be productive of any 
largo amount of pruciical benefit, such 
an ngeucy nuiet not siand wholly 
alone, The iuformatioD which niighi 
bo circulated in this way rospectiug thu 
country wo^ld be Baiisfuctory enough, 
provided wo''ba(l inaciivo operation a 
system whereby every bona fide eoiiler 
would be entitled lo ii frco homesiood ; 
but any inlormatiou which could now 
be aflordcd respecting the means of 
getting here would scarcely bouatiftfuc- 
lory. iTh« cpuyi?Ulou ia daily . gaining 
BtroDgh that, with the OBtabliabment oi 
facile commuriioation be'.weeu this oo^ 
lony and Sun Francisco, and ilio es- 
tablishiuent in the latter place of a 
good Emigration ngency, population, 
and that, too, of the right son, would 
flow ip aB:quickly.a^,.iyfa , are prepared 
tbreceivei it. Even now there ore se- 
veral thousands in that country who, 
with such iucUities, would find thoir 
way here, and would make good settlers ; 
but with tho large iinmigraiion i<obeiue 
now on foot in California, wo should 
have the sure and certain prospect ol 
quite as mauy as we could well accom* 
modato. Surely, then, it becomes a 
consideration of tho very first imporiance 
that such Dgoi.oy siiould bu provided, 
and that wiLbout lunger delay. This 
question is even of greater imoicdiaie 
importance to:. as than Oonfedoratioo ;i 
bat if Confederation will supply us with 
tbe more ready and cfToctivo means ol 
establishing cheap, safe and frequjni 
communication with >Sun Francisco, 
then Confederation must derive greatly 
increased importuiicu from that circum- 
stance. And who can doabt-.that it 
will ? Let us aj-ply the left. Let the 
immediuto oalubli.-hincnt ol such com> 
municatioL be [)ul lorward as a first 
condiliou, and wo liuvo no lear as to llu 
result. Lot us get this, and wo may 
reasonably look for tho early return ol 
a goodly measnre of prosperity. Wow, 
wo earnestly invite both (jrovernment 
aud people to give this important sub- 
ject seHous uousideratiOD. It will not, 
we feel dssurcd, bu ncccstary for us to 
dwell upon the iinporluiice of obtaining; 
an early accessiun to our miserably du- 
cimalod jiopulutiou. Every ono ujust 
feel that, iiow Hhull it bo accomplished 'I 
That ia; tbe: qne»lioa., of questionf, We 
venture to think tho true answer la t 
bo found in the Hchoitje wo have poinied 
out. It u bettor can bo profjounded, 
let us have it, by all uieans. In ihtse 
cursory icmarks we utt\o not the Blight- 
est intention of ignoring iho well ground- 
ed tbeorjjr t^^t^il.is to uvorlf^ud uommu- 
nieatioii we must look for the moans ut 
peopling ibis vast teniiory. But wo 
cannot afford to wait lor that. \\, is a- 
a means of present bonefit that wo re- 
gard tlio eotubli.-,limc uL of good and 
cheap steam comniuuicatioa with tho 
nearest/, aud most accessible centre oi 
population as indispensable.
